Most of his concen- 
trated study was done la 'Ger- 
many, but Self's major purpose 
of the trip to the Eurasian con- 
tinent was to see aa mnoh of 
the Soviet Union as possible. 
He teMhea a course on the 
seogra»hy of the Sovtet Union. 

RECXXNJtf A Tft A NOK m appinc 
and interviews with Gennan 
farmers concerning the agricul- 
tural structure of German farms 
were another part of his study. 

In spite of barns being built 
immediately adjacent to their 
houses, "the German fara|«M 
are extremely clean pwpl*/* M- 
cording to Self.

Professor and Mrs. Self and 46 
other professional geographers 
and some wives made a 21-day 
tour of Russia, which included 
Kiev and Moscow. 

FARMING practices are quite 
different in Russia from those 
in Germany or America, Self 
pointed out. 

All farms are either state 
farms, where the laborers re- 
ceive only wages, or collective 
farms, where the laborers re- 
ceive portions of the harvest In 
produce, end some cash accord- 
ing to their needs and the mood 
of the colleetlva bo«Mi i>r Com- 
munist overseers. 

SELF NaxieiBD that the dla-.

Russia now have more consumer 
goods for sale. Prices are high, 
however. One might pay about 
|$0 for a pair of good shoes, 
$30 to |36 for a pair of aver- 
age work ihtfes and as much 
as |200 for a suit. 

In contrast, wages are low. A 
high school teacher receives 
il&lk to $176 a month, while a 
bui^driver receives 1176 to |tlO 
a month. Self emphasized that 
this does not reflect lees em- 
pluuda on education or similar 
pursuits.

In 1924, he and a guide bad 
climbed to the ice-covered rim 
of the crater when they stopped 
to rest. Part of Tlrlpp's cUmb- 



ing equipment started to slide 
Into the crater. Trying to re- 
trieve it, Tripp almost slid Into 
the crater head first. 

MORE BBCBNTLY, Tripp ac- 
companied by his family and 
Uaurice Woolt, professor of 
engltsh, in 19S8 climbed the 
Grand Teton (ltjV6 feeti. 
Similar to most Of the other 
group expeditions on the Crand 
TeK»n, the party employed the 
services of a professional guide, 

Tripp, with his two children 
and Woolf, climbed Mt. Moi^an 
in Wyoming with other tourists 
and two guides in ll*r»9. The 
bead guide on this trip was John 
Breltenhach who was later killed 
in an attempt to climb Mt. Bv- 
erest.

In the eaitOtial M»b- 
butt charged tliat the newspaper's man- 
aging editor and faculty adviser had usod 
poor news judgment in withholding news 
of an effigy hanging of KU football coach 
SAck Btttclien and of the resignation of 
the student body vice-president.

We can't condone the method Mabbutt 
liad his editorial published at KU, but 
ncitlier can we condone the strict censure 
placed upon ,him by the j-school faculty. 

We are sure that both Mabbutt and the 
KU i-schodl wiit benefit from the past 
month's experiences. And here at K-8tate 
we will strive to put out a responsible Col- 
legian w^ithout direct censorship from any 
source, and hope that our newspaper up- 
holds the best interests of the entire Uni-

Jtwteh leoyee's irii1lwo|»hlea1 life was 
ttftalljr spent In mi attempt to understand 
and explain the human self. HIb earliest 
worh, his final publication, all of the 
vast number of still unpublished paiiers 

(Harvard University Archives) point to 
this singular effort. 

INTIIODiJfSK^l the semtttary ttethod 

of education at Harvard, when he wto 
head of the department of philosophy 
there, Royce would gather together out- 
Htmidlng RMn th a variety of llei^. 
badger them into uttemptB to explain 
tlielr specialisations, and then, expostns 
their complete laek of •rtiontatton in 
fomnuinieutton. he would startle all 
members of each ^roup bjr explaining 
MMih to himself and to the others, with 
the incisive clarity of thought and WOrts 
for which he was always justly famous. 

Dr. Richard Cabot has written of him, 
"In Bdmlharles that I attended a man 
would deposit before ns SMse shajslwin 
and incoherent views. Royce wouM MMt 
them down in an instant and r«to8«6 
them to tlie astonished «tn«fliit, new 
minted, clean and finistiod. Then with 
almost miraculous Innocence and sin- 
eerfty h« wcnrtd inquire, 'Would you ac- 
cept that as a ffttr -seeonnt «f jrovr Main 
thesis?' " 

IltOFKSSOK LOKWKMIKKC; has 
written of him, "One year, as I remem- 
ber, a historian, a phtliriotlst. a ehMitet. 
a bio-chemist, a psychiatrist, were in- 
cluded ;imong his visitors; each of them 
expounded tfome thedie rtierant to hts 
special corner of knowledge, dwelling 
particularly upon a crucial experiment or 
ptoblem nittttratlTe of the inductive 
method. . It was a thrilling experience 
to watch the enconnter of critical minds 



and to participate in a free trade of 
Ideas. ' 

• The trade was Indeed a flottrMlUlK 
one, tor Royce appropriated from the 
nnmy'^neholars valuable material for in- 
terpretation and synthesis, and the 
scholars In their turn learned to appreci- 
ate the importance and relevance of 
philosophy. Soma 0t them would return 
^to the seminar year after year." 

THK FOMX>WlN« tribute adopted by 
the Harvard Faculty of Arts and Sci- 
enises, was taken from, a minute of his 
life and work within two months of 
Royce's death In 1916: "His most notable 
contribution to the teaching of the uni- 
versity was made through his semlnnr 
in lof^ic, which became a veritable dear* 
ing house of science. 

Men of widely different training an* 
tedmiquo chemists, physiologists, Stat- 
IMltrlans, pathologists, mathematicians — 
who eould not nsderstand one another, 
were here Interpreted to one »n6ther by 
Royce, who understood them all. But he 
could do even more than that. He could 
Interpret each man to himself, divine 
his half-thonghts and render tlUM iw^ 
tlculhte." 

Since the time shortly prior to World 
War II, when the consciously imprac- 
tical physicist, decided to set tike world 
on its ear by tucking his Isib eont tnslde 
hia tro wwr s iflii maktav whoavee 
throughout the world by sowIhr his aym> 
b^ outside of the laboratory, his pure

have advanced man's BCcompUsbnmts 
far beyond conceptual imagination, sar- 
passlng the wit of those of us with only 
a narrow literary Intelligenee to follow, 
and even leaving the interpreter of sci- 
ence, and of life, philosophy, far behind. 
O. tor a thousand Royees today! - 

When the purse scientists opened their 
Pandoran box and unleashed their sym- 
bols on an unprepared world, they 
strewed them from a plateau, not only 
far atiove the reach of the comprehension 
of common man, but if truth could be 
recognised, tsr beyond their oWn com- 
prehension as well. 

CHANbliKR l>OHT. my former chief 
at Harvard, a man of prodigious intellect 
mad sebolarshlp, when dlsensatng with 
me the preoccupation ot my classmate, 
Robert Oppenheimer, with the creation 
Of the atom bomb, lamented, in the acme 
of socially sophisitcated understatement, 
"What a frightful waste of Intellectual 
energy, when he might better be de- 
vising a method for finding a collar 
button droppfd under a bureau by a man 
dressing for dinner." He knew that the 
days for collar bsttona, as tor dressing 
were aambered. tor there Is Uttie time 



for outmoded nioeties in an atomic age. 

Even Lord RusBeli seems to have been 
patiteked into abandenment of the line 
of mathematical logic for the line of 
picketing. And all of the rest of us, 
being aware of the eatanlc heritage of 
man, knowing that the positive evi^ oiC 
our newly-discovered power will over- 
balance any potential good, have a 
gnawing tear In onr Individual bread 
baskets. 

HKRK in the breadbasket of America, 
in one of the most ignored and self- 
snftletent states, ef the union, where, 
only to breathe the air nuikes each new 
inhabitant a Kansan (but which to imt- 
Rmdeirs 4s but a centrally-located pink 
rectangle on Vome cartographer's dream ) , 
and being a Kansan makes the impossible 
of ^asy Bolttttdn, we may find some local 
'^Royce" hidden In some deep recess of 
the philosophy department ready to lead 
us to understanding. 

Here, away from the troubled world, 
he might w^l begin by solving onr own 
problem of two cultures, which would 
not only bring gratitude frdm an 
lisifsSdSi de«n, bwt wontd Insure the 
healthful survival of a new campus baby 
withffnt reeortinig to the death ot Its 
mVilMmal^ ^inolh^r. 

" SiliI VfP^ oidtinree to tdiieh I. refer 
(and 1 n<|w use the word culture in its 
nafinfv, Jsathetli^ sena^) are the well 
eeMMiiAe4 Sehoet of ^rghlteetare and 
thn-«««^^ emerging 4BMiis||nunt ot 
Arts in the School of Arts' and Scien<ies. 
No one will deny the deep need for a 
depnttiAent ot Ftne Arts, nor will nnyoife 
deny that itn proper home is the School 
of Arts and Sciences, for a knowledge 
of history, development, appreciation and 
connoisseurshlp of the arts Is a neeea- 
sary flux to the understanding of the 
neighboring facets of culture, and since 
such a atndy Is a training of sfdMlnridilp. 
it naturaUy btfongs In tlie proTtnee of 
Arts and Sciences. 

A university without a well developed 
department of F%ie Arts today Is not a 
complete university: it suffers firom 
aridity, and if 1 may paraphrase Cer- 
vantM, It Is but an intelleetual arroyo 
with aabitlou to become mi ^t^eetanl 
river. 

NO OKK can deny that the University 
Is jnt^y proud ot Its S^ool of Archie 
teetare. Nothing should be done to In- 
terfere with its high standard of accom- 
plishment. Yet the practice of archi- 
tecture is « protesston (In its pragmatic 
sense) and it is even conceivable (with 
all of the new materials and new tech- 
nlqnes of nslng them) that an architect 
might be more ereatlTe and Inventtve 



without a knowledge of traditional stylfs, 
techniques and materials. 

That 1b, one doM not necessarily 
to be a scholar to be an architect, 
does have to be something different, and 
in a way, somtfthlng more. 

It is understandable that a well esr 
tablished, successful school jealously 
guard the teaching tools and disciples 
it has built up as part ot its tradition, 
but if the newly created department of 
Fine Arts is to do its Job well, also, it 
must be permitted' to let its students 
know that there is such a thing as archi- 
tecture, and that elsewhere it is almost 
universally accepted as a major part of 
a fine arts program. Other schools do 
not admit that sculpture exists only as 
the hand-maid of architecture, but is, 
actually an fndepe/ndent branch of the 
fine arts in its own right. To permit 
eith«r culture to choke off the other tM 
nnthlnkable. for then both lose. 

THE PRKSKNT dilemma ' niitht ^oe- 
sibly be illustrated by the predicament 
'of the K-State student, who inheriting 
Ms sportive father's blood, sneaked 
home in anticipation of wltnessltf^^ 
game-cock fight — a pastime of which hiB 
father was a devotee. When he arrived 
at the fighting pit he was greeted 1^ Itii 
tether who hastily sent blm off to the 
bern with inatractlwis to bring the 
taair*» two bMt tighttag eoeks back to - 
the pit. " 

Wlieh the stttdant returned, he took 
the g^n/^saiik fi>bm 'Ills 'idRMlder a|ll 
dumped ule two f^httng cocks into tie 
pit — ^they were both dead! Berated 
severely by his irate father tor having 
foolishly plaeed birth eocha In the same 
bag, the embarrassed son defended him- 
self with the comment, "I thought surely 
they would knew they were bott on tte 
same side." 

I'KKHAPS the stalemate Is simple ot 
solution, or po^ibly it Is even too com- 
plss f«r n ttedtom Royce to a6lw6. One 
suggestion, perhaps too simple, is to 
make the School of Architecture a gradu- 
ate school, giving a Mwter of Arebltee- 
ture degree. Then the undergraduate 
could have an opportunity to becomis 
wsll-«routtded in the field ot art before 
he lannobed htanself Into his professional 
career. 

The School of Architecture wouldj|iA^|l 
be gratetnl - for the discipline Instilled 
into Its students by the department of 
Fine Arts, and might possibly achieve a 
^pntatlon tor ItsOIt and its accomplish- 
ments tar In excess ot even Its present 
good one. Otherwtee, without the Solo- 
mon-like help ot a Royce, It appears that 
the students, like the one with the game 
cocks, are the only ones who wUl aatter.

Forces Attack By Air 

- BAIGON — U.S. and South 
Vietnamese aircraft today at- 
tacked two military targets in 
Communist North Vietnam. 

It was the first such reported 
air attack on North Vietnamese 
territory in three weeks. 

Today's action followed publi- 
cation of a U.S. State Department 
White Paper accvning the Hanoi 
regime of contlaittag aggression 
against Sonth Vietnam. The 
document promised to take what- 
ever measures are necessary to 
defend South Vietnam. 

THK FIRST of the latest two 
air strikes wae by 20 Skyraideis 
flown by South Vletnameao 
pilots. They struck at the North 
Vietnamese naval base of Quang 
Khe fiO miles north of the bound* 
ary with South Vietnam. 

The second strike was by 
American-piloted planes.

By SI SIR MILLER 
President James A. McCain 
received a letter Tuesday from 
Traffic Control Board (TCB) 
asking that he consider the 
board's proposal to eatabllsh SO 
'podottrtan eroMwalks 
to prohibit campus vehicu- 
lar traffic during specified time 
pmrto^ on Vattier Drive. 

THE PROPOSED plan stipu- 
lates that physical barriers be 
placed on Vattier Drive from 
7 a.m. to 4; SO p,m. to eliminate 
▼ehlcular trafRc aontheast of 
Anderson hall, southwest of 
Anderson on each aide of the 
trlanflo and sonthwant of Saaton 
hall near the triangle contain- 
ing the Sigma Tau, electrical 
engineering honorary, monu- 
ment, aeeordlag to Feb. SS board 
nlnntes. 

The board's proposal states 
that the physical barricades 
blocking Vattier bo on the In- 
coming traffic lane "only with 
appropriate signs attached to 
these barricades and that a rlo- 
latlon of the barricade be con- 
strued to be a moving violation." 

BOARD minutes of Jan. 2fi 
state that "crosswallcs, to be 
painted and marked by individual 
signs positioned by the Traffic 
Control Board, be placed on 
campus streets and drives and 
that thaae crosawalks shall rep- 
resent the only legal crossing 
for pedestrians." 

It such a plan Is adopted, 
pedestrians would be askf^ to 
cross streets only at denlgnated 
points. J. J. Smalts, TCB ^air- 
man, said. If a person failed 
to adhere to this, the responsi- 
bility would rest with the pe- 
destrian, tmalta, said thia morn- 
ing. 

CURRENT crossing regula- 
tions places the responstW^lty 
with the motorist, he said. 

"This represents a change In 

policy from the Regulations of 
Motor Vehicle Parking ^nd Op- 
eration on the Campus, |nd Is 

to be given the widest poisible 
publicity prior to its Implementa- 
tion," minutes state. 

HMAI/TZ emphasised that if 
the proposal Is ratified, proper 
information to the public would 
be Imperative. Persons would 
have to be informed of their 
rights and be made to clearly 
understand the new regulations, 
be said. 

^'liifi V^y^'i NelBOf. campus 
traffic and security, has been 
asked by the board to have pa- 
trolnien . observe the crosswalks 
and make reeommendatlons as 
to exact loMtlona and widths 
necessary. 

THB BOARD began eonilder- 
ing the proposal in nild-Novem-? 
ber. At that time, A. L. Pugs- 
ley, vice-president, sent a letten 
to the board urging that they 
consider various traffic proposala 



to alleviate pedestrlan-vohlclo 
congestion. Smalts said. 

TCB now Is considering the 
most effective measures to take 
In ro-wrlMng enrront traffic 
regulations as an aid to put the 
proposal Into effect by April 16, 
in the oTont that tho propoiod 
plan Is approved by the praal- 
dent's office, SmalU said. 

Three existing trafle codes are 
being studied for due considera- 
tion: "A Guldo for State Motor 
Vehicle Laws" from the Uniform 
Vehicle Code, 1060 edition of 
Motor Vehicle Laws of Kansaa 
and a U.S. Department of Com- 
merce "Manual on Uniform 
Traftle Control Dtvleoa."

89 North Viet Cong made a niimher of ground 
attacks, particularly on an American airlmse where they 
killed nine persons, wounded more than 100. and dam- 
aged property. Immediate retaliatory V ft.- yiffHiHMMW 
raids on North Vietnam were made. 

The war between Soutii Vietnam and North Vietnam 
has lasted for many years. Since America joined the war 
there have been more than 360 persons killed, more than 
ItfiGO wounded and bilUoDa of AmeviGan doUars spent In 
foreign aid.

The schism between journalism ethics and prac- 
tices is. to say the least, oltea perplexing. It is 
eapectdlr pallitul ■ jininialtsm atadent vlio Its- 
tens to classroom lectures on a courageous and ag- 
gressive preBs, then walks directly into the student 
newsroom and has his work ceiMurad by the very 
.vrofeawirs who exbort him to be aggreaslTe. ' 

'I'liiS >SI'ri \T10X exploded — becanu; manifest 
— When the ^diUMrial editor of the sdpposedly free 
stndBiit a eln^p e r 4X. Kansas UnlTerslty blurted 
ont his eonsefeBco In fta editorial which criticized 
the unaggreHBive newRgathering procedures of the 
paper's staff and its faculty "advisofr.*" 

9^ HM etfi^M*. thte editor, f ridMefe'ltafclrbtt; 
was phucd on disciplinary probation. The action 
came from the faculty of the Journalism school — 
the school which bears the gUt-laden ume of 
Kansas immMlat free preM etaaiupioii, William 
Allen White. 

MABBl'TT'H KUITOKIAL. charged that the 
paper, the UnlTeTslty Dally Kanean, Is dettaquent 
in Its obligation to report the newH when that re- 
sponsibility interferes with the narrow well-being 
of the }dtimaU«iB faculty and that of the student 
staff. He cited several examples: the cover-up of 
a politically explosive story involving the fiancee 
of the managing editor, the paper's ignoring an 
effigy hanging of the football coach (which was 
carried by all area papers, Including the Khhhhh 
Oity Star), and the refusal of the faculty advisor 
to allow full coverage of the anti-admlntatmtlon 
activities of the campus Civil Right Council, 

Few, if any, of the school's news-edttorlal stu- 
dents disagreed with the substance of Mabbntt's 
stetement: they have been eluded by 'the wtmm 
ethical paradoxes. 

THE! FACUI/TY'S ultimate response was to 
avoid the qnesttons ralaeC by the editorial; in- 
ttead they chose to ntta^ the manner in whieh 
Mnbbutt wrote it. 

First, Mabbntt was accused of "unethical Jour- 
nalism" in that he publicly criticized policies which 
the faculty termed "internal matters." 

More importantly, the faculty publicly accused 
Mabbutt of having commuted Ifhel, in that the 
editorial implicitly questioned tlif compctcncp of 
the faculty advisor, Professor John DeMott. Truth, 
in Kansas (as In most states) is a defense for what 
may appmr to be a libelous statement: in this 
case it may not have been, as the faculty decided 
the editorial was libelous. The action was spear- 
headed by DeMott, wito had prevtonaly called Mab- 
butt "an insolent brat" aTld referred to the edi- 
torial as "a vicious, criminal attAcfc upon myself." 
It is perhaps worth noting that DeMott has often 
told his students that a good newsman Is capable 
of stating what la "an abeolutely objective 
reality." 

THB PROBA'nON Imposed by the faculty has 
three specific directives: (1) that Mabbutt's $125 
journalism scholarship be revoked, (2) that he 
not be allowed to hold any farther poetttona on 
the Kansan, and (3) that he not %e '<tloir«i to 
.enter the Kansan newsroom. 

There is no known precedent at KU for a 
sdioot or department liladng one dC ite sta<ieiils 
on dtsoiplfnary probation. 

AH disciplinary procedures are normally han- 
dled by the Unlvenity DtselpUnary Oommltfte, an 
inter-achool panel composed of a majority of stu- 
dents and headed by Dr. L. C. Woodruff, dean of 
dtudeatK . The fM«l|r ael£bn against M»bbwtt 
was srfiltramy f tf ftfi trdgl OEhreetly m Woednfff 
tor his approval. 

MABBITT has appealed the probtttion to , the 
nniversitgr Dfietpllnafy Cofhrntttee M '^istHi^ ana m 
hearing on the matter is pending. His case is be- 
ing presented by Richard B. Dyson, KU profeeaor 
of law and a prominent figure tn 'the Anierlcan 
Civil Liberties Union. In a publkly releaaed sec- 
tion of his appeal brief Dyson told of an attempt 
on the behalf of university administrative officials, 
Inolttdlag Dieclpllnary Oomrolttee GhatMmn Wood- 
ruff, to coerce Mabbutt into dropping his appeal. 
**^e lever need by Woodruff was a threat to force 
Mabbntt to resign his position as a dormftory 
counsellor if he appealed, on the grounds that the 
puhlfcfty caused by the appeal would impair his 
'usefulness,' " Dyson said. All area newspapers 
carried Icon's ehar^. Woodruff's reiifyt 'Wo 
comment." 

1\ ADUITIOX to the appeal, the All Student 
Council has formed a fact-finding eonnlttee to 
investigate the general procedures of the Kansan, 
which it subsidizes throagh allocation of student 
activity fees. The Faculty Senate has been urged 
by eevenil proCeaaora to Investigate tle iMftier. IMt 
as ye( it has not met on the matter. 

The hearing on the disciplinary probation. Is 
Bidiedaled to -take place aoine time In ftareh. Irat 
advoMtea of Mabbutt's ease show little optimism, 
because of Woodraft's recogHttaetf inflnence on the 
appeal committee.

The meeting was the second 
detailed U.S.-Soviet discussion 
here on Vietnam since Ameri- 
can honibfiig* ralda In the North 
began Feb. 7. On the day of the 
tirat raid tlie State Department 
gave Dobrynln a similar poller 
briefing to avoid Communist 
misinterpretation or "miscalcu- 
lation." 

But both these talks had a 

deeper content, for they touched 
on major U.S. and Soviet stra- 
tegic interests in Southeast Asia.

Wheat May Boost Economy 



Kansas' economic development 
program will get a multt-mlllloa 
dollar boost from agriculture 
within the next five years If ex- 
perimental hybrid wheat seeds 
planted in the ataic. produce ex- 
pected results. ScientUtB of K- 
State, the developers of hybrid 
ipheat, not only believe It will 
succeed — they think it will cre- 
ate mn expansion of the/se«d In- 
dustry and should provide new 
full-time and part-time Jobs for 
several thonnad persona. 

.THK TOTAL seed processing 
Industry In Kansas now does a 
144 mllUoBHi-year basfnesa. The 
hybrid wheat seed Industry, 
alone, could be expected to be 
worth $100 million annoally. 
Its economic impact should be 
felt In all areas of the state, 
Dr. Floyd Smith, associate di- 
rector of the Kansas Agrtcnl- 
tnral Experiment Station, said. 

To (;<>iiiiii(;r(!lally proct?HH the 
new hybrid wheat seeds at least 
M BOW Indttstrfal plants — an 
averas* of about one plant to 
every two Kansas counties — - 
could he needed, Smith said. 
These processing plants would 
be located in all parts of Kan- 
sas. 

THK I'KOUABILITY of hybrid 
wheat, which promises increases 
of 20 to 30 percent In yield, 
was revealed recently by Dr. 
Olenn Beck, dean of agrlcnltnre. 

Scientists largely ri^sponsible 
tor the wheat hybrid break- 
throngb are Dr. R. W. LlTers at 
the Fort Hays branch experi- 



ment station of K-State; his 
predecessor. Dr. J. A. Wilson, 
now with a commercial seed 
company at Wichita; and their 
colleagues at Manhattan and 
Hays. 

"IF HYBRID wheat Is prac- 
tical for field use, and we think 
it will be in three to five years," 
Smith says, "we may see a revo- 
lution In the manufacture of 
farm machinery," 

For exaiapie, a new type of 
grain drill will be needed. This, 
and other challenges to makers 
of farm equipment, will create 
new job* fn the agrl-lndnstrtae. 

BKCAUHR OF hybrid wheat's 
probable success. Smith also an- 
tlelpates increased use of fer- 
tilizer (already a $50 million 
industry in Kansaa) and more 
farming by irrigation. This 
means additional employment 
for persons distributing fertlUier 
,and irrigation equipment. 

Hybrid wheat is certain to be 
adopted by all progressive wheat 
farmers. Smith believes. How- 
ever, it will present transporta- 
tion problems not eneonntered 
by sorghum hybrid seed produc- 
ers. Almost 10 times as much 
hybrt|I wheat seed as hybrid 
sorghum seed te required to plant 

0116 CtCrc 

TO FACII/ITATE handling the 
Taat bnlk of the hybrid wheat 
seed is one important reason GO 
or more processing plants will 
be needed throughout the state. 
Another slgntfleaat reason is the 
short period (about two and 
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one-half months) between the 
time hybrid wheat seeds will be 
harvested and planted. 

Most of the hybrid wheat seed 
will be harvested by the commer- 
cial planters In late June or early 
July. It then must be processed 
at the varlons plants, distributed 
to the farmers and put into the 
ground by late September. Pro- 
ducers of corn and sorghum hy- 
brid seeds have about an eight- 
month period between hnvest 
and planting. 

R-State began researeh on hy- 
brid wheat at Its Fort Hl^ 
branch in 1957. 

BBCAVSB WHEAT, unlike 
corn or sorghum, normally is 
aelf-polUoated, the scientists 
faced the task of developing 
wheat plants which would shed 
pollen more freely In order to 
achieve •eroiw polUnatton. They 
have been abl^ to accomplish 
this under laboratory and ex- 
perimental plot eondlttons. 

Now the seed is being tested 
In open fields about the state. 
The ressarehers are watching 
closely to see if their "miracle" 
seed will come through this 
praetfcal test. They are ocni- 
fident it will.

For Human Service 

Educational materials to pre- 
pare veterinarians for new and 
expanded service to humans dur- 
ing public disasters, including 
nuclear attack, will be developed 
by the College of Veterinary 
Medicine, according to a'n an- 
nouncement by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Health, Etducation and 
Welfare (HVW). 

K-KTATE, already serving 
public health through animal 
research related to many of 
man's illnesses, is one of two 
universities selected by HEW 
for the assignment of preparing 
veterinarians for disaster roles. 
The other school Is the Univer- 
sity of Missouri. 

Staff meml>era at each of the 
unlversltteB will determine gnlde- 
lineH for disaster preparedness 
study which can be included in 
the nndersradnate enrrienlama 
of other veterinary schools 
throughout the United States. 

The one-TMr study at K-State 
will be dlireeted by Dr. Donald 
Kelley, aeaociate professor of 
'pathology, parasitology and 
public health. The HEW has 
provided a grant of 1 4,9 80 to 
aaalst the vniTCftlty in ttm pilot 
atndy.

The civil rights group carrying out the demonstra- 
tions has asked, in effect, that Dr. Wescoe police the 
membershi^j-choosiug techniques of K U (raJ^rftiUes and 
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sororities. The demand, first, is not within the power of 
the chancellor to carry out, and, secondly, it disregards the 
individu^^ rights the demonstrators apparently hold so 
<^ar. ~ 

THE DEMOASTKATORS ask Dr. Wescoe to appoint 
some sort of commissioii to inTestlgate racial discrimina- 
tioa ia the Gf«ek sjrsteni, the end result beiai that Ncpoes 
"would be given a cttanoe to become members of a frater- 
nity or sorority. 

Dr. Wescoe knows, of course, that such demands ex- 
ceed his authority. The only way to investigate discrimi- 
natory practices in fraternities and sororities would be 
to sit in on the official, private active meetings of the 
group's members wl^n prospective pledges are being dis- 
c«s#ed. 

Because the meetings are of a private organization, 
th# memlMifs ai« not golns to open them to public scrutiny. 
To do 80 would be an Invasion of privacy, and, as we see 
it, an Infriagentent 09..|he ^proup's right to assemble and 

speak freely. 

ADMITTEDLY, there is a problem of discrimination 
in fraternities and sororities. Everyone is aware of this, 
0y«l9L though no Gr^ek hou^e at K-State or K U has in 
Ita biriaws what is termed a ''iHsorlmiiiatory clauBe." 

We sympathise with the Negfo's problem. Fo^ him, 
there mtismk '^'^ l^o way to fjit ft thiP S0Qur<^ and root 
of the wrong. Thus, while the action at 1^ U qan|iQt be 
commended, it can be understood. 

THE PROBLEM is deeper there, where there are 
more. Negroes on campus, some of whQm come from back- 
groiuldi wliich may have made tliem more militant. At 
fi;-Sti|te, tji^r^ ^j^e V^f^ .N(agr^. For most of the opm- 
VHinlty S^ W^im hjsr^. Thiey simply 

do not exist. 

The fact that a group has no discriminatory bylaws 
in its constitution means very little. The law simply be- 
comes unwritten when it is wiped of the list of bylaws. 
1!ni!|nr a fraternity president here was asked recently if 
his hquse would pledge a Negro, even though jt had no 
rules pfohlMtins it^ the man simply lai^hed. '"What do 
you think," he said. 

KEALll^V, there is little the Negro can do to 
raise his status in the fraternity man's eye. The Negro's 
position has been determined by years of prejudice. If 
change comes, the viewpoint of fraternities and sororities 
will have to be aJteved. Wa don't know how this can be 
accomplished. 

For the time being, as unacceptable as It may 1>e to 
some, fraternities and sororities will stand as the laiA 
uionuments to coUeiflal;e bigotry. — chuck powers .

What Is happening on the campuses at Ameri- 
eau' cditesea and nniTerslUea? Student demon- 
strations and demaadfr-'^' eorreetlon of existing 
injustices come as soMMhlhg of a rude awakening 
for those of ns who went throngh undergraduate 
years during the early 19&0'a, in the aftermath 
of disillusionment with the Korean War, and were 
aptly called by publicists "the silent generation." 
At any rate, it has been clear for some time ^at 
stleneifr Is no loii'gtr tSe -forte* tft itf tnc^vasfng 
number of students throughout the land. Not even 
Kansas can escape the plague. Recent events at 
KU aptly illustrate the point, and one can pre- 
dict, almost with certainty, that KSV's turn will 
come in good time. 

IXTKUKUTINGLIT eDou&h, It Is the men who 
mn ovr universities, sans alumni, legislators, and 
Interest groups, who evidence the greatest shock 
and misunderstanding at these developinie: con- 
dltioos, e.g.. President Kerr of the University of 
Calltornla, who paid the price by becoming ex- 
tinct. 

KQualljr Interesti^^ is the fact that public 
iMatlons techniques and "running a tight ship" 
no longer seem to keep the dissidents in check.

Educated aiuH 
rational nien can and should actively seek a 80la<>' 
tlon, and not inst after the fact. Nd Iron law re- 
quires that OUT nniversitieg and colleges be 
pulled "squealing and ^shaking" into the twenti^ 
etih centnrjr. 

SIKiHT I be so told as to suggest an anti- 
quated solution to. these problems? What I have 
In mind Is the age-old art of dlalogne on the part 
of infected parties — administrators, faculty, an^ 
most Importantly, students. Might I also suggest 
some grountl rules for the dialogue First, the 
participants must leave their self-righteousness at 
home. This is particularly important for faculty 
members and administrators, who, it seems to me, 
too often conduct their dialogue in the form of 
monologue. Second, let Us reject the ostrich-like 
attitude that problems do not exist. Third, let us 
enter the dialogue with a commitment to seeking 
and putting into effect positive sol ut ions. 

All of this might require that we dialogue with 
peraons with whom we disagree or vma, with 
those whom ire feel advocate distasteful and 
harmful ideas. I see no meaningful alternative 
here. If dialogue is to be truly productive, Jl 
4»nnot be cmitaeted only wl|th tkose «« n^U 
as "safe." Of course, all of this misht reqmfe 
some of us to re-examine our role in the unlver* 
slty. I see no painless escape here either. 

My only defense in offering this suggestion is 
that the status iiuo is obviously not working. 
Notice, too, that 1 have not once' used that dis- 
tasteful word "change."

Department Chairmen Study Proposed

In recent years, a member of faculty members 
and administrative officers have expressed interest 
in a gystem of departmental chtOrmen for at least 
aome of the departiaeiit» in the Unlvenity. 

The tollowlng motion was ma4» at the Feb. 
d meeting of the faculty senate, anil referred to 
the committee on faculty alCain for oonalwratlon 
and possible action: 

0(M»M^.INT of the changes in structures and 
philosophy accompanying the growth of the Uni- 
versity, the faculty senate recommends that a 
study be made by thp appropriate administrative 
officers ot the feasibility of instituting a system 
of d^rtnental etwinnea aa vaoanelee oeedr In 
- thoaa dep a rtmental dr'p^rhuentH whose functions 
lend themselves to this type of administrative 
Btmeture. The Senate would be willing to cooper- 
ate In such a study, which should ladttde the 
views of the faculty and the adniiniRtratton as 
well as the experiences of other institutions which 



The department is the basic administrative 
unit of a college or imiversity and usually concerns 
itself with a single subject or discipline. 

The administrative work of a department head 
or a department chairman. Alttiough It is true 
that the distinctions are often blurred, a depart- 
miit bnnil wmiltr nnninihn thn potiftlon until re- 
tirement, while a depaftoient <diairman serves for 
a limited period of time or so long as he has the 
support of the department faculty members. 

" A LIMITED study made here several years 
ago showed both systems to be in use in this coun- 
try to approximately the same extent. It appeared 
that , a significantly greater preoeatage of "pres- 
tige*' Beh«ols .flaror the chairman system. 

i suggested the study for two reasons: first, 
to assemble reliable up-to-date information re- 
garding the use and effectiveness of the two sys- 
tems and, secondly, to determine the attitudes of 
the faculty and ^bdmlaiistration toward a possible 
•hangs to tlie shain&an systam.

It is the tradi- 
tional right of any political party to select Its 
candidates In the most ettlcaclona manner. 
past campus elections as our guide, we orRcdfa 
were not so naive to think that opposition to our 
candidates would not arise. « 

THKIIKVORBf nallxlng a dual responslbllUy 
to our candidates and to the student body, we set 
out to select people who have the ability to be 
good student officers and also have the a6llltr 
to get elected. As in all democratic political struc- 
tures, the people will have the opportunity to ac- 
cept or repudiate our choice at the polls. 

Secondly. I wu startled by the display of either 
Ittsnfflelent knowledge or inadequate reasoning 
powers when the writer implied that the activities, 
of the present. University party dominated. Student- 
Senate are a reflection on what the present Univer- 
sity candidates will do. As any person who has 
followed studeut politics should know, the struc- 
ture Qf campus politics is at best very loose. The 
people who make up the party one year are often 
replaced by people of different idealistic ma^fp 
before the next election. 

* 

Hr ADDITSC>ir, the great majority of the suc- 
cessful candidates completely divorce themselves 
from their political parties while working in oi^U^ 
Only the name of the party really remains Inflct. 
Thus, the actions of elected officers cannot be laid 
back on the party name. Rather, all pral&e or 
disapproval must be directed towards the party 
officers from the previous year. 

Two cases ..which seemingly enforce this con- 
tention are Don Ferguson, a Uelvewity party 
Student Senator who is now a leader of :the tTnlted 
Studmt^ party,. «>d myself, a f orm«r 'member ot 
Integrity jiarty. 

PKRHArs this whole situation might be al- 
leviated by a system requiring that political parties 
be ^registered by Student Activities Board, and 
that only registered party members be allowed to 
vote in the primary elections. This would make 
the primary a place for popular selection of can- 
didates. 

I would suggest that this proposal be consid- 
ered by the 80A ConstituOonal Revision Commit* 
tee and by the new Student Senate.

A Physical Plant spokesman said the sidewalk prob- 
lem is recognizoct by the administration and is being "dis- 
cussed," He remarked that problems on campus take time 
to resolve — ^final approval coming from the Board of Re- 
gents.

He has also sold grain augers 
through a Satina firm, bought 
and used a crop-spraying unit 
and olMalnad a dlitriliiitfitrablp 
for eani«-f Mdtet mtttipmBnt 
systems. 



His father and uncle, owners 

of grain elevatorB at Enterprise 
and Detroit, obtained dealership 
of the grain bins In ISSl. At 

first, the scale was "microscop- 
ic" as friends and neighbors 
were the only customers. Ryan 
and Lyle Krebbiel, EE Sr. built 
and Installed these first bins. 

IN 1062, Ryan's father turned 
the grain bin dealership over to 
hint. Hoists and other equip-

That summer they instalted 
eleven ktng-slsed bins, each with 

a capacity of 9,000 to 12,000 
bushels. They cousCructed seven 
smaller ones In the 1,900 to 

2,50 0-bushel category. 

THE CX>N£-shaped bins were 
made from corrugated steel and 

then placed on cement founda- 
tions. They were shaped at the 
Bite of installation, with the 
klng>sized bins requiring the 
use of about 3,000 bolts. It gen- 
erally took two or three days to 
build and install one of these. 

The bins had to be put up 
before harvest and two crews 
of about five persons oach were 
formed. Ryan headed one crew 
and Krehbiel was in charge of 
the other. The business had ex- 
panded, but not for long. 

RECAUSE ONLY six small 
grain bins and two large ones 
were bnllt In lilfS, Rymn turned 
to selling grain augers throiish 
a Sallna manufacturing com- 
pany. He also honi^t a erop- 
spraylng unit and did crop- 
spraying, custom fertilizing and 
townsliip weed control. 

The following year, 1964. the 
U.S. government started sell- 
ing grain bin sites, and accord- 
ing to Ryan, "saturated the 
market." He obtained a dls- 
trihutorship from a Fremont, 
Neb. grain bin company and 
handled equipment for cattle- 
feeding systems. 

Managing a grain elevator for 
his father, handling grain wiulp- 
ment and doing crop-spraying, 
custom-fertilizing and township 
week control are In Ryan's 
plans for this summer.

Oertrnde, who is 
currently president of tke or- 
gmnfiatloB. 

The minerals, wblcb are left 
as they were found except tor a 
minor trtmmtng by files, are on 
display in the basement of Wil- 
bur's borne at 1100 Kearney. 
There are some In tke Indfrldual 
crystal state. "The type of rry- 
stal depends on the eonditionH 
for growth, tbe space, and the 
amount of liquid available when 
tbe crystals were formed," Wit- 
bur said.

THE OOl'NCIl. will also give 
students, faculty «ad administra- 
tors an opportunity to express 
their opinions of the proposal 
before taking action, he said. 

The proposal passed by Stu- 
dent Senate reads as follows: 

KAirSAS STATE UnlYelvtty 
will not pwmie the consump- 
tion or possession of alcoholic 
beverages and cereal malt bev- 
erages at any function, of what- 
vmt natttre, on the campus; or 
possession or consumption in or 
on tlie premises of any organ- 
ized 1 lying gronp; 

VOr possession or cottramp- 
tton of any cereal malt beverage 
bj students under 18 years of 
ai^ or alcoholic beverage by 
students under ai years of age, 
in their rooms or vriTate res- 
idences. 

**AU[* STUDENTS will be ex- 
pected to use mature and re- 
sponsible judgment at all times 
concerning the use of aleobotlo 
be^ages and oereal malt bev- 
er^HjPiSa, and to comply with all 
state laws pertaining thereto. 
Evidence of intoxication will be 
considered a serious offense." 

"The last sUtement of the 
proposal needs to be clarified," 
Peters said. "The Senate should 
define what a serious offense Is." 

IN A LiKTTKK to Student 
Senate. Peters will request the 
Senate's help in outlining the 
means by whicli students, fac- 
ulty and administrators could 
make this policy a workable one. 

He will reQuest that Senate 
outline a method for Improv- 
ing the student attitude and for 
enforcement of the proposal.

Aca- 
demic freedom Is eynofiqrmous 
with academic responsibility. 

I have had no complaints 
from the faculty that there has 
been restraint on academic free- 
dom.

This necessarily involves a 
free exchange of ideas in. which 
the student should be encouraged 
to participate, and should not be 
ridiculed or discouraged from 
further participation by either 
teacher or fellow students if his 
Ideas may be fbtmd wanting. 

I BELIETE that academic freedom should 
not b« Huitel to teacbing or dtscnssteg iieas 
within the limited framework of a specific 
course description. If a person is well enough 
informed to lend to a student's over-all con- 
sumption of knowledge, whatever may be the 
field, he should be free to do so. 

I do not believe that academic freedom 
means that a teaser should be free to propa^ 
gandixe without qualification, however. Stin 
dMita are often reluctant to dMlleiige a teach- 
er's comments before a claaaroMn. 

Therefore, he has a responsibility to them 
to present factual information that will stand 
up under serious scrutiny, and to be as objective 
as possible when treating subjects of contro- 
versy.

i add that academic free- 
dom. so defined. Is a1»61utely essential if a uni- 
versity is to fulfill its two major functions—the 
acquisition and dissemination of knowledge. 

THERE AR£ two ways in which a climate 
for academic freedom may be stibvertcd — one 
is open and overt, tlie other is subtle and covert, 
lu the first instance, a student or a professor 
may be told It would he better if he didn't in- 
vestigate or discuss certain things, or express 
certain opinions. He receives 'a threat from 
someone in a position tn exact a penalty if he 
persists. In the second instance, open tl^eats 
are not resorted to. 

This is a very subtle process whereby free- 
dom is eroded away. People just don't speak 
out on one Bl<!to because It is unpopular and 
troublesome. People want to avoid trouble, to 
get promoted, to *'|lt in." 

]8(>MliH0W, without overt threats people 
learn that certain points of view stand them in 
good stead, put them on the team, so to si)eak. 
Whereas, other points of view, if expressed, re- 
sult in undesirable effects. 

In the jbart I have been associated with K- 
State, that is, 17 or 18 years, no documented in- 
stance of an open and overt subversion of aca- 
demic freedom has come to my attention. To 
that extent, K-State has academic freedom and 
the poard of Regents and the administration 
are to be commended. 

With regard to the more subtle and covert 
erosion of freedom, the situaitlon Is not as clear- 
est. It never is— I might add. Let me Illustrate. 

MANY AREAH of human inquiry are fraught 
with controversy. This is because we have, on 
man^r issues, oniy partial knowledge; sometimes 
^ #e even have conflicting facts. A climate of aca- 
demic fre^edom is essential In itueh instances if

the truth is eventually to be brought out. The 
question Is, "On such Issues, is academic freie- 
dom weakene^^ sii^y^ tiinii* Instduoui^y-H^ 
times by forces we ourselires are not conscious 

of?" I think it is. 

For example, on controversial issues, speak- 
ers ^re invited to the campus who, let us say, 
represent a popular or a conservative polht. of 
view. When this Is done, in the Interest ojl lam- 
ing both sides, he ought to be followed by a 
spe^er representing the unpopular or a.lllieral 
point of view. 

ON 0("('ASIO\, this does not seem to be 
done. I do not tliink this needs to be interpreted 
as a deliberate effort on the part of an adminis- 
tration to subvert academic freedom. 

I may be simply that controversy and argu- 
ment are not pleasant to oope with. we avoid 
bringing people with unpopular or minority 
points of view to the campus. We just want to 
avoid the discomfort of the challenge they hurl 
at us or irate letters from persons who don't 
understand the importance of academic free- 
dom. 

I would add Just one thing. I think a uni- 
versity ought to be a place of controversy. If It 
isn't, it isn't alive; it isn't living up to its func- 
tion of leadership. If it is a place where only 
the popular is heard, it is following, not leading. 
;I am much more disturbed when a faculty Is 
apathetic than when It is controversial.

I think the University .ad- 
ministration has been very forth- 
right publicly and practically in 
supporting academic freedom.

son to brieve that my academic freedom was 
in jeopardy. At the same time, t have felt a 
responsibility to conduct nytelf and teach in 
a manner to favorably represent the University 
— which I'm sure they assumed when they ac- 
quired my services.

ence — ^Academic Ireedom is a particular kinj^^pt 
fi'eedom. It Is not total fifeedom 
nor ))y any hieahs the total free- ^ 

dom of an academic person or 
within an academic institution, 
though all freedoms are no doubt 
interrelated in important ways. 

Academic freedom is free- 
dom to question, to seek answers, 
to test proposed conclusions or 
relationships, and to propose for 
analysis or logical consideration DOUGLAS 
or reflection alternative propositions or tenta- 
tive conclusions. In the foregoing respect, as- 
suming seriousness of purpose, and including 
t>eiau^ and goodness within the goal of truth, 
it is hard to see why there should be any limit 
on ai^usemie igree^om. 

/ ISUREIiY IF false conclusions are reached, 
it is through an unimpeded quest for truth that 
a better answer may be found. This is. a dj^' 
passionate and objective progess. ^ 
The right to advocate is a little different, 
and I would not defend this right only as aca- 
demic treedom, though it may belong partly In 
this realm. 

To say that this function does not come 
completely under the mantle of academic free- 
dom is not to say that it is not a protected 
right or that it is not highly important. It is 
both, and a university by its very nature must 
Involve itself in this aspect of national life. 

It Is no longer true, if it ever was, that 
an academic community can rely on a laisses- 
faire policy to product or to result automat- 
ically in a condition of academic freedom. 
The tendency for social structures to become 
so institutionalized and legitimized that alter- 
native and corrective conclusions are stifled is 
too great. Our (including students) responsi- 
bility is to work positively to enlarge and perr 
feet the exercise of academic freedom, rathijp 
than to let human and social forces work fthfti]||^ 
selves out in a philosophy of power. 

WITHIX my personal experience, the^|l|^. 
ulty is quite secure in the exercising of academic 
freedom in the classroom. 

However, the expression of a minority view- 
point Is rebuffed with ^ence and' not given a 
hearing. We are not in an environment where 
bur a^a^lsinlc freedom has woi^ed out.

A new pniiioMl to reatrlet 
traffic on all campus atreeta 
was present f'd to the Traffic 
Control Board (TCB) Tuesday. 

The proiH>Bal, prepared by 
Maurice Stark, administrative 
assistaiit in extension, wiU be 
considered tor TCB approval 
next week, 

THE PLAN provides for two 
ti^fftG control points, one at the 
south end of the Union on 17th 
Street and one at the intersec- 
tion on Mld-Campiia DriTO north- 
east of the Feed, Flour and Bak- 
ing Industry building. 

Theae control points wonld 
be the only entrances to campus. 
* If approved the proposed 
WMiawalks i^nd tnltUe harricade 
f^^he Union and Anderson hall 
would be abandoned. 
' THE PRKVIOIfS pro po »i i 
plan stipulated that physical 
tarriere be placed on Vattier 
l^rtve from t a.m. to 4:^0 p.m. 
to eliminate vehicular traffic 
southeast of Anderson hall, 
southwest of Anderson on each 
fttde of the Triangle, and aouth- 
west of Beaton hall near Ihe 
Triangle containing the Sigma 
Tan, elecUical engineertng hon- 
^nfjr, ffionnment. . 

The present proposal states 
that only vehicles having per- 
Bianrat or tentponuT permto

AiiL OTHER campus streeU 
would heeouie "eziu only" dur- 
ing the hours t a.m, to 4; SO 
p.m. 

The "exit only" streets would 
be barricaded on the tn-comlng 
lane and appropriately marked 
to discourage entrance from 7 
a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 

THE PBOI*08ALi stipulates 
that driver* entertng ^mpna 
without a permit would be fined. 
Permits could be obtained only 
at daalgnated contn^ points. 

Drivers will have access to the 
major parliing lots at West 
Stadium. Union, Waters hall. 
Call hall and north of the foot- 
ball practice field. 

FHRMAlTBIfV permlto wonM 
be granted to persons now au- 
thorised to park in all other

Temporary permits would be 
granted to traffic such as ven- 
dora making deliveries, official 
visitors amA liinifiwiroed pa^ 
sons. 

Buses and bicycles, tinder the 
plan, wonld have access to cam- 
pus streets. 

HKAVT VEHIOl'l4AR traffic 
would be limited to increase 
pedestrian safety on campna 
roadways.

walka beeaose heavy traffic 
would be restricted, hd said. 

ST.4RK HAID students would 
not he denied the right to park 
on campus because they may 
obtain access to the lots In which 
they are now permitted to IMrk, 

Restriction to campus rands 
wonld be lifted at 4:80 p.m. to 
facilitate heavy 5 o'clock traffic. 

THK 1»L.\S probably would 
push traffic to the city streeta, 
but pedestrian traffic, which we 
need to protect, la on eadipna 
streets. Stark said. 

"Inasmuch as the city relies 
on the University for its exist- 
ence, it seems that Its traffic 
planning should be centered 
around the Vntvertlty's rather 
than vice versa.

Although having geographical 
and physical layout, this plan 
makes use of our campus strets 
as asseu rather than liabilities 
through restriction aeoeaa to 
campus, while permitting neeea- 
sary traffic. Stark said.

Academic Freedom Analyzed by Faculty 




1IIAR«H)KIE AUAMH, assistant dean of arts 
and sciences — Academic freedom is liberty of 
the academician to teach wtiat 
he pleases so long as he recog- 
nises his professional, ethical, 
esthetic, and moral rei^nslblU- 
ties. 

Individuals approach this 
Ideal with varying degrees of 
pfoximity, but I believe on the 
whole that we at K-State have 
academic freedom. 

IHCHABll CIi4BX» profes- 
sor and head of modem languages — One fre- 
quent use of the term "academic freedom" seems 
to connote a feeling of duress. In this use It Is 
a freedom from something that is desired. 

This interpretation may be in accord with 
the present malaise on the national and Inter- 
nftloital ftages where our benovolei^ concern 
tor our fellow men and stattnltaaeous self-Inter- 
est is neitiier always aifreclated nor «liBiy8 
effective. 

■ BUT FREEDOM from something is a sad 
surrogate, if in some instances a necessary pre- 
requisite, for freedom to. 

■ Here we meet the corner stone of all edu- 
cative experience, the opportunity to investigate 
Indepeadeiiily and dtopasslonately various sys- 
Ukgm ui struoturing jai^ty and to form. In a per- 



sonal dialogue between teacher and student, as 
well as colleague and colleague, a mature and 
dynamic attitude toward the present stage of 
our clTlUzation and our responsible role in it. 

IT^ TEHPTUTG to use the wind of our 
rhetoric to start the arms moving on yonder 
windmill, and theii to ehar|;e full tilt ai^ntt 
the paranoid giant that thraatens us All. 

Whose purposes do .we ser^fe and whose 
well-being do we advaqof by siKpli a gallant 
charge? • 

I HAVE LESS confidence in the probability 
that a related problem will be satisfactorily 
solved. I fear the K-State has less variety in 
outlook among tts faoul^ than a real university 
should have. Those with relatively '*unorthodox*' 
views are not only too few here for the IntellMS- 
tual stimulation of both students and other tao* 
ulty, but they obviously are made to feel un- 
comfortable by the attitudes and reactions of 
many townspeople, certain students, and others. 

Itiese reactions show a deplorable lavel of 
Ignorance and Intellectual provincialism uid a 
tiuuaetid lack of soj^iiatloatlon and of tolanuioe. 
And the result is a strong tendency to reduce, 
rather than expand, the very variety of outlook 
that we need. I think this is most regrettable, 
and the real losers are our students and faculty, 
not the Individuals who are driven away, or at 
beat dh iiot feel enpouraged to stay. -

WALLACE CALDWELL, assistant of polit 
science — Academic freedom is the right to 
teabh, to research, to publish, to 
study, to learn, to practice the 
arts — ^free from Internal and ex- 
ternal harrawmnt and censure. 

I believe that aeademto 
freedom applies to students as 
well as to professors. I think 
that it is inseparable from the 
procedurable guarantees that 
protect both students and pro- 
fasiKyrs form overt and covert 
harrassmenti termination and expulsion. I also 
think academic freedom is a constitutional 
right, as recognized by the United States 
Supreme CJourt in Sweezy v. New Hampshire, 
1957. 

or VY onmoir, academic froedom Is less 
secure at thUi University than other nnlvorsltiea 
Fve baen associated with. I have not been sub* 
jjicted to any overt threat to what I regard aa 
my academic freedom nor do I fear any such 
threats. I do think that the profes'sors' 
demic freedom is more secure at this institu- 
tion than students' academic freedom. - 

In my opfhton, I do not feel that there Is 
a proper appreciation of th^ relatloBahl^ ba*^ 
tween procedural safeguards and end r«Mnlt>-> 
disdpUne.

King To Lead March 

MOmEOOmmV, Ala. — Dr. 
Martin Luther King said he 
would iead a march on the court- 
houKe today and demand avotlier 
official apology for an attack 
upon civil rights demonstrators 

mounted officers. 
"A^iiiilie march, aiAadnlad-, for ear- 
ly afternoon, also was tO pro- 
mote Negro voter registration. 
A similar protest march was to 
be staged simvitaneetts^ At 8el- 
ma, 40 miles away. 

About 3 clergymen went to 
the Capitol for a prayer vigil 
Tvesday. night but were not al- 
lowed on the steps. They vowed 
to spend the ninlvt on the side- 
walk, where they were encircled 
by state troopMV. 

"THEY wouldn't let us on the 
Steps, 80 I guess praying on the 
sidewalk, all night is equal to 
one prayer on the steps," said 
one minister. 

However, the group reached 
agreement with polieo abortly 



before the vigil broke up about 
i a.m. (B8T) after five hovrs 
aad 45 minutes and was allowed 
Oft the bottom steps where they 
knelt «M r«ell«a. tte Lttfd.'b 
Prayer. 

Then they weim escorted by 
police to a Catholle Chnrch 
about six blocks awi^ ftad 

persed. 

DURING THK long vlgU on 

the sidewalk, the clergymen 
sang folk sun^s, religious hymns 
and the anthem nf the move- 
ment, "We Shall Overcome." 

Mounted deputies and state 
troopers, apparently because of 
a "mlxup in signals," raced 
among 600 demonstrators Tues- 
day night, Hwiiming ropes, clubs 
and canes." At least 14 persons 
were hurt, apparently none seri- 
ously. 

Circuit Solicitor David Cros- 
lai|d, who ordered the hcnvenien 
into action, said "we are all 
sorry that the thing happened 
as it did." rrof<land said he 
told the horsemen to disperse 
about 100 demonstrators who 
had broken from the main group 
and darted across a street 
blocked by police. 

"THKY WKRK encouraging 
the others to break the line," 
said Crosland, adding that the 
mounted officers "were not sap- 
posed to chaive the ihaln body 
of demonstrators."

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Advisers Emphasize English 



English grammar Is the Bttb- 
ject in which entering college 
-students aro iMUn competent. 

Too much time is spent on 
Hterature in hieh school English 
and not enough on grammar and 
spelUng. 

High RchoolB should put added 
fuiphaaiB on writing skills. 

Written thd oTftt eoapimnlea- 
tlone skllla shoitld be tb* pri- 
mary objective of a hfih school 
edueatlon. A student must learn 
how to write and to speak effeC' 
tlvely in order to express him- 
self and also must be able to 
study and read proffriently. 

Do these sound like state- 
ments that might be made by a 
coU^^ BngUsb Instructor — or a 
Journalism educator? They are 
nut. They are a consenuUH of 
scientists who advise students 
here in ttie College of Agrlonl' 
tare. 

The statements in resiKMise to 
an Informal stndetit inrrey 

seeking advice for high tehool 
students interested in a oc^l^e 
career. 

"The most effective tool a 
scientist has is the English 
language,*' commented an 
agronomist. "A good knowledge 
of how to read and write will 
belp tbe student Immensely 
throufi^hniit college and tbrongh- 
out bis life." 

Prtffetsor after profeasor eom- 
plalnod of the entering fresh- 
man's lack of skill in language 
arts — poor spelling, poor punc- 
tuation, poor sentence struc- 
ture and an taaUlity of the 
student to «ipreM himself, 
either verbally or in writing. 

After English ag school ad- 
visers favored heavy etnpbMis 
on matbematlea and the scien- 

"Bxaet scleneea ue Impor- 
tant college preparation 
courses," said one adviser. 

"MathemattcB, for ItiHlunce, con- 
ditions the mind to a methodi- 
cal, factual approach for solving 

problems." 

Another adviser pointed out 
that students often were not 
aware of the importance of tak- 
ing all the math and science 
they can. 

"Quite often a student from a 



farm background will not real- 
ize that to be a good geneticist 
he ibttfei U a itaafbenialtefali i^ 
to be a good agronomlafc be 
must be a chemist." 

After heavy stress on English 
and math, K-State ag school 
advisers pointed up the impor- 
tance of a well rounded educa- 
tion, including such courses as 
„ government, literature, history 
and a foreign language. The 
K-9tate wlentlsto were less 
happy with counea.like typisg. 
bookkeeping, vocational agri- 
culture, mechanics, industrial 
arts, home ecoaonilcs and driv- 
ers education. 

Many of the professors wo|tld 
agree that such subjects, as tnh 
ing and drivers education have 
their place, but tbe feeling was 
strong that these subjects 
should be In addition to the 
student's regulw load of stud- 
ies. 

One recommended vocational 
ag training for farm boys not 
likely to enter college "but not 
at tbe expense of Bngllsh 

courneH, which are a neeeaslty 
for every individual." 

The pro fe s sors discourage 
Rturlr-nts from taking more than 
a minimum of such courses as 
vocational agriculture if there 
were any chance that student 
might wish to go on to college. 
The advisers thought these 
courses fine for students plan- 
ning to go back to tbe farm. 

The men who advise K-8tate 

ag, students are of the opinion 
that any student of average 
ability will do all right In col- 
lege provided he has good 
counseling and guidance In high 
school, learns bow to apply 
himself, knows how to study 
mad la adequately motivated. 

Several advisers voted tm 
an early identification of a 
major, but probably Bearast tbe 
heart of the matter was tbe fol- 
lowing comment: 

"A goal, not just a malor. Is 
the most important thing needed 
for college success. Lack of a 
burning d«lre to do ■ometblag 
la the cause of more low grades 
than intelligence or poor pro- 
ration. If the student eomeo to

college well motivated, he Is 
likely to succeed." 

Moot^ tbe advisers thought 
blgb seliool students ' ibouid 

have to work harder. The most 
frequent comment was that the 
students, should be *challeng9A 
to do iMOre and better work. 

Among suggestions were "more 
home work,'* "heavier loaOs" 
and "taking five solid subjects 
Instead of the required fonr." 

"Where bl^ schools are 
quite small and Inefficient, par- 
ents should - consider Seriously 
either sending their children, to 
larger schools or pushing tor 
consolidation/' was . the advice 
of one faculty member, 

"ThlB does not mean that all 
small schools are Inadequate be- 
cause many have excellent teach- 
ers and the social value to their 
communities often is priceless. 
But the Odds are good," he con- 
tinued, "that If a sebocrt Is not 
too large, its students are miss- 
ing some of the boost supplied 
bf the more .educated te^dtera 
and the use of bettw . ednea- 
tlonal aids." 

liany of the edneator^clen- 
tists expressed the hope that less 
emphasis be placed on the need 
of a eoltoge education, potnttug 
out that ma^ students are in 
college who should not be there. 

They advocated that students 
with low academic rank think 
strongly about ei|1»ring a trade
